SLEEPLESSNESS.

Philosophy of sleep,'1* the fol- 


lowing judicious remarks on that dis- 
tressing condition of the system mark- 
ed by an inability to sleep; when 
through the dreary watches of the "stil- 
lest night, with all appliances and 
means to boot," repose is solicited in 
vain, and the individual rises in the 
morning even more exhausted than 
when he retired, in hopes of rest on the 
preceding evening. 


The work to which we are indebted 


for this article is one of very great in- 
terest. 
It is written in a pleasing style 


with a sufficiency of anecdote to arrest 
the attention of even those who read 
merely for amusement; whilst they who 
seek for instruction will find in the doc- 
trines which it inculcates as to the mi 
lure and phenomena of sleep, and in 
the directions it lays down for obtain- 
ing sound ik refreshing slumber, nearly 
every thing that need be said in relation 
to those important subjects. 


"Sleep," remarks the author, "takes

upon the pillow, can manage to get rid 
of his ideas, he is morally certain to 
fall asleep. 
There are many individu- 


als so happily constituted that they can 
do so w i t h o u t any effort: so far from 
being tortured by intrusive thoughts, 
their ideas take flight without ceremo- 
ny, and do not visit them till they are 
required on awakening. It is very dif- 
ferent wit!) those whom an excess of 
care, imagination, or study overwhelms 
with its burden. The sorrowful man. 
above all others, has the most need ol 
sleep: but far from breathing its benig- 
nant influence over him, it Hies away, 
and leaves him to the communionship 
oi his own sad thoughts. 


'' fiis slumbers — if'he slumber — are not sieep, 
Butu continuance of enduring thought." 


It is the same with the man of vivid 


imagination. — His fancy, instead of be- 
ing shrouded in the silence of sleep, be- 
comes more full of imagery. Thoughts 
in a thousand fantastic forms, pass 
through the mine!, whose excessive ac- 
tivity spurns at repose, and mocks all 
the endeavors of its possessor to reduce 
it to quiescence — great joy will often 
scare away sleep for several weeks suc- 
cessively, but in this respect is far su- 
perior to grief — a fixed attack of which 
has been known to keep the suO'crer a- 
v/ake for many months. — Those who 
meditate much, seldom sleep well in the 
early part of the night ; they lie awake 
perhaps for two or three hours after go- 
ing to bed, and do not fall into slumber 
till towards morning. — Persons of this 
description often very improperly lie 
long in bed. and are reputed lazy by ear- 
ly risers ; although it is probable, they 
actually sleep less than these early risers 
themselves. 
Long continued study 


(especially at night) is highly prejudi- 
cial to sleep. 
Bcerhave mentions that 


on one occasion, owing to this circum- 
stance, he did not close his eyes for six 
weeks. 


With regard to the treatment of 


sleeplessness, a very few words will 
suffice; in fact upon this head little 
more can be said, than a recommenda- 
tion to obviate the causes from whence 
it proceeds, and the effects naturally 
disappear- 
I may mention, however, 


that where there is no specific disease. 
either of body or mind, to which the 
want of sleep can be imputed, the per- 
son should keep himself in as cheerful 
a mood as possible — that he should, if 
his strength permits, rise early and 
take such exercise as to fatigue him- 
self moderately. 
Studious men ought 


tu avoid late reading; and on going to 
bed endeavor to abstract their minds 
from all intrusive ideas. They should 
try to circumscribe their thoughts with- 
in the narrowest possible circle, and 
prevent them from becoming rambling 
or excurbive. 
The more the mind is 


brought to turn upon a single impres- 
sion, the more closely it is made to ap- 
proach to the stale of sleep, which is 
the total absence of all impressions.

gCT^The following is the form in 


which these resolutions finally passed 
both Houses of our Legislature:— 


Resolved^ by the. Senate and House of 


Representnlives of Ihe Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania^ in General Assembly met, 
As the sense of the Senate and House 
of Representatives of ibis Common- 
•wealth, that the Constitution of the U. 
States, having provi-d itself by near 
half a century's experience, a govern- 
ment beyond all others capable of pro- 
moting rational liberty and the general 
welfare, it must be preserved. 


2. ffesoluec/, As the sense of the Sen- 


ate and House of Keprcsentathes, that 
the Constitution of the U. States autho- 
rises acts of Congress to protect man- 
ufactures, and that the actual prosperi- 
ty of the country attests the wisdom of 
such acts. 


3. Resolved, As the sense of the Sen- 


ate and House of Representatives, that 
any diminution of the protection now 
afforded to iron would be impolitic and 
injudicious legislation. 


4. Resolved, As the sense of the Sen- 


ate and House of Representatives, that 
the Constitution of the United States 
authorises, and experience sanctions, 
the twenty-fifth section of the act of 
Congress of September, 1789, and all 
others, empowering the Federal Judi- 
ciary to maintain the supreme laws. 


5. Resolved, As the sense of the Seri- 


ate and House of Representatives, that 
whereas the Bank of the United States 
has tended in a great degree to main- 
tain a sound and uniform currency, to 
facilitate the financial operations of the 
government, to regulaie foreign and 
domestic exchange, and has been con- 
ducive to commercial prosperity, the 
legislature of Pennsylvania recommend 
a renewal of its charter, under such re- 
gulations and restrictions as to the 
power of the respective States as Con- 
gress may deeru right and proper. 


6. Unsolved) As the sense of the Sen- 


ate and House of Representatives, That 
as soon as the national debt shall be 
paid, ihe most equitable and just mode 
of disposing of the surplus funds which 
may remain in the Treasury of the U. 


* States, ufter defraying the ordinary ex- 
penses of (he government, and the pay- 
ment of appropriations which may be 
made to objects of great national im- 
portance, wii! he hy a dibtribntion a- 
monif ihe several States in proportion 
lo their representation in the Congress 
of the U. States, and that the Executive 
Veto was properly exercised on the bill 
making an appropriation lo the Mays- 
ville and Lexington road.

from Moorestown, Burlington county, 
New Jersey, dated March 24, 1831, to 
the Editor of the New-York fiazette. 


"1 was called, on Saturday night last, 


to witness one of the most distressing 
sights that the imagination can picture. 
Joseph Bright who had kept, for some 
years past, one of the taverns in our 
village, was discovered nearly opposite 
my house, about 9 o'clock in the even- 
ing, dragging on Iv.s {act; and breast, 
under his sulkey, and entirely liieless. 
One of bis feet was fast in the iron 
brace -which secures the shaft to the 
axle. 
In this manner he had 
been 


drawn for a mile and a half — his horse, 
to all appearance, having been on a 
slow walk ail the time. 
The breast 


bone oi ihe unfortunate Bright, and 
one half of all his ribs were entirely 
worn away, as was the greater part of 
his under jaw ! The contents of the 
chest, with the exception of a small 
part of the heart, were also missing ! 
Indeed, I never saw any h u m a n being 
so miserably mangled. 
There is no 


doubt it was the result of accident, ari- 
sing from a state of intoxication ! ! — 
He was an upright worthy man, but 
would occasionally drink too much — 
A \viduvv and six children are left to 
mourn."

By the Ship Clematis arrived at Bos- 


ton on Friday, from Havre, the Editors 
of the Dtnly'jidneftiser and Xentinel have 
received files of Paris Papers to the 
6th February and Havre to the 9th. 


All apprehensions from popular fer- 


ments in Paris had subsided, but new 
apprehensions had arisen from the op- 
position of the peace and war parties, 
and from the peculiar state of Belgium. 


The Duke of Nemours, second son of 


the Ivinjc of the French, was chosen 
King of Belgium, by the National Con- 
gress, on the .Id of February. 
After a 


long discussion, on the 1st, 2d and 3d, 
which turned chic-fly on the compara- 
tive pretensions of the Duke de Leuch- 
tenberg, and the Duke de Nemours, it 
was finally voted to close the discussion 
and lo proceed lu the vole. 
The pro- 


ceeding was conducted with solemnity 
and in profound silence. A committee 
of eight members to count was ap- 
pointed by lot. They were seated a- 
round a table, w i t h i n the si-miciicle. in 
front of the tribune. 
After the votes 


were received the urn was emptied up- 
on the table, and one of the members of 
the committee counted the votes aloud. 
They were found to be 191 in number, 
which cot responded with the number 
of members present—.two being absent 
from sickness. 
The committee then 


proceeded to read the name ol each vo- 
ter, and of the candidate voted for, and 
to make a list of each. 
It was found 


that there were for 
The Duke de Nemours, 
89 votes. 


The Duke oI'Leuchtenberg, 67 
A r c h d u k e Charles of Austi ia, 35 


No one having a majority of votes, 


the Congress proceeded to \ole again, 
hi conformity with a regulation previ- 
ously adopted. 


On the second ballot there were 192 


votes, \ iz. for the Duke de Nemours 97, 
for the D u k e d e Leuchtenberg 74, and 
for the A r c h d u k e Charles of Austria, 
21. 
The President then proclaimed 


the Duke de Nemours King of Belgium. 


As soon as this decision was pro- 


nounced, the cry o!' long live the Duke 
rie Nemours was uttered from every 
quarter of the house, from the mem- 
bers, and from spectators, Sc the same 
cry was soon repeated without, and re- 
sounded throughout the city. 
It was 


soon followed by discharges of cannon, 
and a spontaneous illumination in the 
streets. 
A troop of young lads prom- 


enaded the streets with tricoiored caps, 
and crying long live the Duke de Ne- 
mours ! long live the King of the Bel- 
gians ! 


The Duke de Nemours was born on 


the 9.5th of October, 1814. and is, of 
course, in the 17th year of his age.— 
The Journal cles Dtbats of Feb. 6, dis- 
cusses the question whether the Kins' 
of the French, un the part of his son, 
ought to accept of this dignity thus 
conferred upon him by a majority of 
two votes alter a long and angry debate 
in the National Congress. 
It states 


some of the obstacles which the young 
King, at sixteen years of age, would 
have to encounter, among a divided 
people, who have their constitution yet 
to establish, and concludes with the de- 
claration that reason forbids exposing 
the young prince, France, and even 
Belgium, to the dangers which would 
be incurred by un acceptance of the ap- 
pointment. 


The Paris Constitulionnel of Feb. 8, 


says, thai in regard to ihe great ques- 
tion of the refusal or acceptance of the 
Belgian throne, nothing official has 
been decided, at leasl such was believ- 
ed lo be the fact. 
The Deputies of the 


Belgian Congress had arrived in Paris, 
und were provided \\i'.h lodgings in the 
street de Varennes, al the public ex- 
pense. 
They had not been ofiicialiv 


received b y t h e K i n i r : and it was. re- 
ported lh\»l they would ? ol be jd'nil- 
led lo un audience until un answer 
should have been received from Eng- 
land, to a despatch forwurdci! by a spe- 
cial courier.

those arrangements on which a profita- 
ble commercial intercourse has been 
held between the two countries 
It will 


arm the American manufacturer w i t h 
a new weapon, and constitute an addi- 
tional impediment to the restoration of 
a liberal commercial system. 
We 


could not have expected such a mea- 
sure from the ascendant party in Eng- 
land, who have sailed for so long a pe- 
riod under the colors of free trade. 


The London Courier, of ihf 12th Feb- 


ruary, publishes in a second edition an 
important 
communication from 
its 


Brussels correspondent, dated Wednes- 
day night, which states that a protocol 
from the Congress of London, dated the 
7th ult. had been communicated to the 
Provisional Government that evening; 
and thai it not only declared that the 
French Government is resolved to reject 
the offer of the crown of Belgium for 
the 'Duke of Nemours, but that it ad- 
heres to the protocol of the 20th Janua- 
ry, and consequently disavows the letter 
of Count Sebas'iani. 
It further stales, 


that, in the eve 5: of ihe Duke of Leuch- 
tenberg being again proposed and elec- 
ted, he will not he recognised by any 
one of the five powers. 
The same cor- 


respondent, in a letter dated Thursday 
evening:, states, tht.t M. Bresson, the 
French Minister, ha-1 declined to sign 
the note sent to the Provisional Gov- 
ernment v\ ilh the above protocol, and 
that the diplomatic commission had re- 
fused to lay the document before Con- 
gress, having returned it to Lord Pon- 
sonby 1 


This prompt rejection of the honor of 


reigning over Belgium, tendered by its 
Congress to the son of the French King, 
shows the clear understanding thn.t ex- 
ists between the five powers, as to the 
affairs of that country. 
The 'question 


is now stripped of much of its compli- 
cation. The Belgic Congress will ha've 
to provide a king, very probably, from 
among the petty princes of Germany. — 
The objections against the Archduke 
Charles wou'Ul appear to be as valid and 
strong as against the Duke de Nem- 
ours, or any other individual connected 
with either ol the leading powers. 


Paris letters received 
at London, 


state, that the law project for placing 
the Ministers of the Jewish persuasion 
in France on the same footing- as to sal- 
ary, as those of other religions, had 
passed the Chamber of Peers, by a ma- 
jority of 57 to 33.
